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uccess  without  Drugs 


The  success  without  Drugs  Clean  Team 
was  organized  two  years  ago  to  involve 
high  school  students  in  a  variety  of  drug 
awareness  and  prevention  programs.  Tom- 
my Gardner  and  Jeanine  English  were  the 
first  two  students  to  participate  by  attend- 
ing Indiana  Teen  Institute.  After  a  week 
long  series  of  workshops  and  training,  they 
returned  to  school  and  began  to  recruit 
other  students.  This  was  done  by  inviting 
35  students  to  a  Staying  Alive  workshop 
that  dealt  with  teenage  drinking  and  driv- 
ing. 

Several  other  programs  have  allowed 
Northwest  students  to  spread  the  word 
about  substance  abuse,  teen  pregnancy, 
suicide  and  child  abuse.  "Through  the 
Success  Without  Drugs  program  our  stu- 
dents visit  elementary  and  junior  highs  to 
impress  upon  the  younger  kids  the  impor- 


tance of  education  and  remaining  drug 
free,"  said  Mr.  Birk. 

Our  group  is  a  variety  of  the  student 
body  and  includes  cheerleaders,  wrestlers, 
stage  crew,  football  players  and  basket- 
ball players.  They  have  attended  Snow- 
ball, a  week-end  retreat  to  learn  how  to 
better  inter-act  with  their  peers  when  deal- 
ing with  teen  problems. 

Several  students  attended  the  PRIDE 
World  Drug  Conference  last  year  in  Or- 
lando, Florida  and  will  be  attending  this 
year  in  Nashville,  Tennessee. 

The  Northwest  Clean  Team  is  success- 
ful because  of  their  willingness  to  take  a 
stand  against  substance  abuse  and  encour- 
age the  younger  generation  to  participate 
in  life  and  not  drugs.

Aside  from  all  the  clubs  and  extra  ac- 
tivities of  Northwest,  the  students  also 
lhave  their  own  government.  The  student 
icouncil  and  Senior  council  both  were  set 
jup  that  the  students  could  participate  in  a 
llgovernment  system  and  have  part  in  plan- 
ning activities  for  their  fellow  students. 

The  Student  Council  consists  of  all 
classes  and  anyone  who  wishes  to  partici- 
pate can  represent  his  or  her  faculty  advi- 
sory room.

The  S.A.T.  coaching  class  is  a  class  of- 
fered to  college  bound  students  planning  to 
take  the  S.A.T.  and  possibly  attend  a  col- 
lege or  university. 

The  course  is  only  one  semester  which  is 
divided  up  into  two  nine  week  sections. 
During  the  first  nine  weeks,  the  students 
study  verbal  skills  such  as  antonyms,  analo- 
gies, sentence  completions,  reading  twelfth 
grade  level  and  vocabulary  with  Mrs. 
Kirby.  The  second  nine  weeks,  math  skills 
are  taught  by  Mr.  Lash. 

The  S.A.T.  coaching  class  is  designed  to 
familiarize  the  student  with  the  basic  areas 
of  study  that  would  normally  appear  on  the 
S.A.T.  Its  goal  is  to  make  the  student  feel  at 
ease  under  time  and  pressure.  "The  course 
is  as  effective  as  the  student  wants  to  make 
it,"  says  a  faculty  member.  "It  is  a  mini- 
course  but  it  would  be  more  effective  if  it 
were  a  whole  period,"  says  a  faculty  mem- 
ber. Many  students,  after  taking  the 
S.A.T.,  agree  that  it  did  benefit  them  when 
taking  the  exam.  "I  felt  more  comfortable 
when  taking  the  S.A.T.  than  I  would  have  if 
I  hadn't  taken  the  course,"  says  a  student 
from  the  junior  class.

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A  program  to  help  build  skills  for  the 
youth  of  our  Northwest  H.S.  ROTC  as  a 
whole  has  a  total  of  134  students  in  its 
ranks.  It  has  four  extra  branches:  rangers, 
marksmanship,  color  guards,  and  drill 
team. 

The  Rangers  teaches  survival  skills  to 
help  survive  and  flourish  in  less  than  per- 
fect conditions.  To  become  a  Ranger  you 
must  go  to  a  camp  and  pass  a  physical 
training  test.  The  Rangers  also  annually 
compete  in  games,  known  as  war  games 
against  Manual  H.S. 

To  be  in  Marksmanship  you  need  talent, 
patience,  concentration,  and  skill.  To 
qualify  for  it,  you  must  get  150-300  pts.  at 
a  distance  of  33  feet  with  an  aim  rifle. 
There  were  only  5  that  qualified  in  the 
1990-91  school  year. 

The  color  guard  consists  of  6  people  who 
must  perform  several  different  tasks.  The 
first  is  the  raising  and  the  lowering  of  the 
flag,  at  home  basketball  games  they  must

THE  OLD  WEST 


On  October  1,  1990,  fifty  pupils  at 
Northwest  High  School  went  to  Conner 
Prairie  Farm  located  in  Hamilton  Coun- 
ty. Nine  teachers  accompanied  Mr.  Haus- 
man,  U.S.  History  teacher,  and  his  stu- 
dents on  this  trip.

Even  though  alcohol,  heroin,  cocaine, 
and  crack  may  seem  to  some  as  a  way  to 
have  a  good  time,  relax,  or  a  way  of  forget- 
ting problems,  to  an  unborn  child,  it  means 
none  of  these  things.

Sam  Rhine,  teacher,  geneticist,  came  to 
Northwest  on  December  20,  1990  to  dis- 
cuss the  affects  that  drugs,  alcohol,  and  un- 
safe sex  have  on  unborn  babies.  He  told  us 
many  true  stories  about  parents  who  came 
to  him  for  help  when  they  found  out  they 
were  pregnant.  Here  is  one  story. 

A  man  and  his  wife  are  both  alcoholics. 
They  drink  between  the  two  of  them  a  case 
of  beer  a  day.  They  said  they  would  stop 
drinking  once  she  became  pregnant.  But 
the  problem  is,  no  one  ever  knows  when 
they  will  become  pregnant.  In  her  fourth 
month  of  pregnancy,  she  finds  out  she  is 
pregnant  but  by  then  it  is  too  late.  A  few 
weeks  after  conception,  the  baby  has  al- 
ready been  greatly  affected  by  the  alcohol 
and  was  later  born  with  severe  retardation. 

If  you  are  sexually  active  and  are  using 
drugs  or  alcohol  or  are  practicing  unsafe 
sex,  please  think  of  the  affects  it  can  have 
on  your  unborn  child.
